NEW TRADE INDEX er UP 


Director of Research Bureau at University of New 
York Sees Definite Improvement

NEW YORK March 22. (Exclusive)—Dr. Lewis H. Haney, director of the 
Bureau of Business Research at New York University expressed himself to 
the writer today as of the opinion that so far as the business outlook is 
concerned “the worm turned in February.” 
tion Dr. Haney referred to the recent upturn retail trade revealed by a new 
index just completed at New York University and not yet published. 

In the belief that the movement ot¢ 


retail trade is one of the best keys 
to the general business situation, the 
economists of that institution some 
time ago set out to construct a ba- 
rometer that might be relied upon 


to reflect the ups and downs of the 
retail demand in the rural and urban 
districts. Mail-order sales were ac- 
cepted as the major guide to fluctua- 
tions in the rural cammunities. De- 
partment-store sales were chosen [0 
represent the position for the cities. 

It usually is conceded that the con- 
sumer demand fcr goods in the last 
analysis is what determines the char- 
acter of business and the duration of 
any cyclical movement. In the New 
York University shop in the Wall- 
street district are tabulated many fa- 
vorable and many unfavorable factors 
likely to influence the future, but Dr. 
Heney’s observation, after an ¢xam- 
ination of his new graph, is that “no 
very bad condition of business can 
exist as long as retail trade holds up 
as well as at present.” Projected 
back over a period, this index shows 
that until the late 1926 slump retail. 
trade had run along at a level more 
than ordinarily satisfactory. Not since 
May, 1925, had the volume dropped 
below a theoretical normal line used 


‘as the base in the computations. 


A peak was reached in July, 1926, 
when retaih trade reached a position 
about 10 per cent above normal, but 
then began an frregular decline.

Already they have 
delayed a work of major importance, vital 
to thousands of lives and millions in prop- 
erty values, until public patience is almost 
exhausted. Some of the objections doubt- 
less have been made with the highest mo- 
tives; others beyond question have been 
purely political, while still others have been 
motivated by what can only be described 
as attempted extortion. 

The Board of Supervisors has done the 
wisest possible thing in ordering full speed 
ahead and giving netice that the prelimi- 
nary construction work will be pushed re- 
gardiess of consequences. In this action 
they will have genera! public support and 
they should, and doubtless will, turn a deaf 
ear to any further clamors from any source 
whatever. 

The group in Pasadena, which has most 
persistently opposed the construction of the 
San Gabriel dam, is given no comfort in 
the report of the consulting board. The 
Granite Dyke site, favored by this group, is 
declared wholly unsuitable for dam pur- 
poses, at least for a dam of the height that 
will be required, and the engineers add that 
the cost of 6 dam at Granite Dyke, even if 
one were feasible, would be little if any 
less than at the Forks, where the feasibility 
is not in doubt. 

Pasadena is entitled to a measure of sym- 
pathy in her efforts to obtain additional wa- 
ter supply, but it is dificult to see how her 
interests could in any sense be considered 
paramount to those of the people of the 
San Gabriel watershed. The worst damage 
she could suffer would be a temporary 
checking in growth; while the uncontrolled 
San Gabriel yearly threatens leath and de- 
struction to thousands. In such a case 
there is no choice; Pasadena must wait or 
look elsewhere, and the majority of think- 
ing Pasadenans understand this and seek 
no advantage at the expense of thelr neigh- 
bors. Further effort at obstructio on the 
part of the Pasadena group, if any should 
be made, will be recognized as dog-in-the- 
manger tactics and will cause a very un- 
favorable reaction, far more damaging than 
a temporary water shortage. :

ERHAPS! 

Dispatches tell of negotiations for pur- 
chase of the Weepah discovery mine by 
New York mining interests, to be followed, 
if it is consummated, by the “greatest min- 
ing publicity campaign ever staged, and lat- 
er by intensive development.” The ques- 
tion rises, if New York mining interests 
should acquire a ledge with a core of “al- 
most pure gold,” as this Weepah ledge has 
been described, why delay development 


paign? That is not the way genuine min- 
ing concerns perform. Some one is paying 
the printer in connection with the Weepah 
boom, three men being reported engaged 
entirely in the production of envelopes for ; 
airplane mail for eastern exploitation. 

The story of the camp’s development so 
far is strikingly reminiscent of the Raw- 
hide boom, Nevada's last previous gold rush, 
some twenty years ago. Fabulously rich 
strikes were reported made in the red hills 
there; thousands lured by the lurid adver- 
tisements flocked to the. scene, a great 
amount of money was dumped in from ev- 
erywhere upon the promoters, but little gold 
ever was mined. 

It is worthy of note that coincident with 
the Weepah discovery rich strikes have 
been reported from various districts of the 
Southwest. The gold fever is highly infec- 
tious, there being few, indeed, who do not 
respond with a thrill to the news of a rich 
discovery. . 

No one but hopes that the reports are 
true and that the values have not been over- 
appraised, but the gold we have has cost 
many times its money value and the vain 
seekers for the wealth of the hidden vein 
are legion. — 


ICKING STAMPS ; 

Even the best-tasting postage stamps 
are not fit to lick if one is to credit the re- 
port of the Pease Laboratories, New York, 
on the bacteria that contaminate the postal 
stickers. “Nearly all postag. stamps pur- 
chased by us in the open market,” the re- 
port says, “were contaminated by bacteria. 
The majority of the organfsms found might 
be classified as possessing the possibility 
of producing pathogenic (disease-causing) 
conditions.” 

Other laboratories from time to time have 
made similar reports on the danger of lick- 
ing postage stamps, but the majority of 
good citizens still use the convenient lap- 
ping method of moistening the mucilage. 
Dr. Samuel! G. Dixie, State Commissioner of 
Pennsylvania, is emphatic in his opinion: 
“Licking stamps may be the first step to- 
ward a tuberculosis camp. Millions of peo- 
ple moisten postage stamps with their 
tongues every day. These stamps may have 


been shoved across a solled counter or torn 
off with soiled hands an instant before, but 
unfortunately a habit plus convenience leads 
a majority of people to the custom of affix- 
ing them in this manner. In view of the 
fact that there are thousands of sufferers 
from tuberculosis and other diseases, these 
seemingly insignificant acts are fraught with 
danger.” 

Is it not paradoxical that the familiar 
Christmas season Red Cross stamps, sold 
to raise funds to hel> exterminate tubercu- 
losis, are usually affixed to letters after 
moistening with the tongue, a process help- 
ing to spread tuberculosis? , 

No less than 18,000,000,000 stamps are 
sold each year by the Postal Department; 
each stamp can carry enough bacteria to 
kUl a regiment; about 96 per cent of those

And the publicity was spontaneous, 
inasmuch as she is not looking for a job, 
but here on a well-earned holiday. ~ 


Mrs, Lewis has certain other features in 
common with prima donnas. She secures 
$3500 to $4000 for catering at large sup- 
pers and balis given by the elite of London. 
Or, rather, she did, for the world has 
changed since the war, and those who once 
entertained so magnificently now find them- 
selves cramped in finances. A new race 
of bon vivants has sprung up; the nouveau 
riche and, according to Mrs. Lewis, who 
ought to know, they do not know how to 
eat at all. Feeders, not eaters, she calls 
tfiem. 


The London cook de luxe is an example 
of the sagacity a person displays in pick- 
ing out the line he is fitted for and then 
sticking to it, no matter how humble it 
may be. She admits .hat she had a yearn- 
ing in her youth to be an actress, but her 
talents seemed to be along the culinary 
line, so she concentrated on that. And the 
roster of those who called her friends 
sounds like a list of England's greatest 
men, from King Edward on down the line. 
In her own words, “I've gotten as much out 
of my life ax any prima donna in the world, 
and certainly have had friends among just 
as many famous people.” .

CIENCY AND SMUT 


Individual directors may permit sug- 
gestions of smut and indecency to trickle 
into some of the moving pictures offered to 
the public.

At Harvard University Will Hays told an 
array of students some of the plans and 
methods for keeping the movies in order.

But these plays 
and books do not reach the screen. With- 
in the association of picture producers and 
distributors there is an agreement ahd un- 
derstanding that works so efficiently that 
in the last year or two more than 150 books 
and plays that have been held up as dra- 
matic or literary successes have been quiet- 
ly but firmly restrained from admission to 
the screen. This is no boycott of talent; it 
is no obnoxious censorship. It is simply 
a business understanding based upon the 
known fact that clean pictures pay best. 

A new generation of movie patrons ts 
coming in every year. They are recruited 
from the ranks of the young and the ap- 
peal to them must be made with wholesome 
films. To the satisfaction of being decent 
is added the comforting assurance that it 
is good business. 

If a literary genius creates smut or in- 
decency with the idea of offering it to the 
films he may as well cast his garbage into 
the sea. He might find some director to 
whom the offering would have its appeal, 
but before the actual filming began some- 
thing would happen—something decisive 
and beyond argument.
